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AMENDED  REGULATIONS  FOR  TH^:  QUARANTINE 
OF  SCARLET  FEVER  AND  MEASLES. 

At  the  regular  semi-annual  meeting-  of  the  State  Board  of 
Held,  held  October  ist,  1914,  some  changes  were  made  in  the 
regulations  relative  to  the  quarantining  of  scarlet  fever  and 
measles. 

Scarlatina,  Scarlet  Fever,  Scarlet  Rash. 

Regulation  10.  Health  Officer  MuSt  Investigate  and  Quar- 
antine— Any  local  or  county  health  officer  having  knowledge  of 
or  having'  reason  to  suspect  the  presence  of  scarlet  fever  within 
his  district  shall  immediately  investigate,  if  necessary,  and 
shall  at  once  place  under  quarantine  all  persons  suffering  from 
this  disease  and  all  persons  who  have  been  exposed  to  the  in- 
fection except  the  attending  physici^an,  the  health  officer,  in 
case  of  death,  a  licensed  undertaker.  Quarantine  for  scarlet 
fever  must  be  a  complete  quarantine,  no  person  being  permitted 
to  leave  the  premises. 

Period  of  Quarantine — The  minimum  time  for  the  quaran- 
tine of  scarlet  fever  shall  be  twenty-eight  days  from  the  begin- 
ning of  the  attack.  The  Health  Officer  miust  not  raise  the  quar- 
antine until  he  is  satisfied  that  there  is  noi  further  danger  of 
infection  from  the  patient. 

Regulation  II.  Persons  and  Things  Deemed  Infected — The 
room  or  roomis  occupied  by  the  patient,  as  well  as  all  room's 
which  have  been  entered  by  any  person  exposed  tO'  the  con- 
tagion, and  all  persons  who  have  entered  such  room  or  rooms 
or  who  have  come  in  contact  with  those  who  have  charge  of 
the  patient  shall  be  deemied  infected  and  must  be  disinfected 
under  the  personal  supervision  of  the  local  or  county  health 
officer  and  in  accordance  with  the  regulations!  prescribed  by  the 
State  Board  of  Health. 

Measles. 

Regulation  14.  Any  loc'al  or  county  health  officer  having 
kn'owledge  of  or  having  reason  to  suspect  the  presence  of 
measles  in  his  district,  shall,  if  necessary,  make  investigation 
and  place  under  quarantine  all  persons  found  to  be  suffering 
with  this  disease. 

Period  of  Quarantine.  The  quarantine  for  measles  shall 
be  two  weeks  from  the  beginning  of  the  disease,  and  longer,  if 
in  the  opinion  of  the  health  officer,  it  is  necessary  to  prevent 
(the  spread  of  the  disease. 


Children  from  a  house  which  has  been  quarantined  for 
measles,  who  have  not  had  the  disease,  shall  not  be  allowed  to 
attend  school  or  any  public  g'atherings. 

Before  quarantine  is  raised  the  room  or  rooms  which 
have  been  occupied  by  the  patient,  must  be  thoroug^hly  aired 
and  cleaned  and  all  clothing-  and  bedding-  used  by  ,the  patient 
miust  be  exposed  in  the  open  air  for  at  least  two  hours. 


At  the  same  meeting  the  following  regulation  was  passed: 
"When  the  State  Board  of  Health  has  satisfactory  evidence 
that  any  person,  persons,  firm'  or  corporation  have  sold,  or 
have  in  their  possession  with  the  intent  tO'  sell,  any  carcass  or 
part  of  the  carcass  of  any  animal  or  fowl  which  has  died  from 
any  cause  other  than  being  slaughtered  in  a  sanitary  manner,  or 
the  carcass  or  part  of  the  carcass  of  any  animlal  that  shows 
evidence  of  any  disease,  or  that  came  from'  a  sick  or  diseased 
animlal,  or  the  carcass  or  part  of  the  darcass  of  any  calf  that 
was  killed  before  it  had  attained  the  age  of  four  (4)  weeks, 
the  said  person,  persons,  firm  or  corporation  shall  have  their 
license  revoked  by  the  State  Board  of  Health."

MILK. 

It  has  been  found  in  an  extensi\^e  istu'dy  of  the  milk  sup- 
plies of  the  state  that  many  sam'ples  ciollecited  by  health  offi- 
cers did!  not  mieet  the  requirem>ents  of  the  state  food  law. 
Many  of  the  s'amlples  showed  evidences  of  skimlmiing  while 
others  were  watered.  Skimming  and  watering  regular  m,arket 
miilk  are  practices  that  lower  the  food  value  of  the  product  and 
also  make  it  less  palatable  and  are  classed  as  fraudulent  to?  dis- 
tinguish them  from  practices  that  are  injurious  tO'  the  health 
of  the  consumer.  In  this  class  w^ould  come  the  addition  of 
chemlical  preservatiA^es  to  milk.  In  a  few  instances  onl}^  were 
preservatives  found. 

The  real  test  of  quality  of  a  milk  fromi  the  sanitary  aspect, 
is  not  in  its  chemical  composition  as  regards  fat  and  solids.  Oine 
writer  states  that  "the  real  danger  in  the  milk  supply  is  in  the 
dirt  in  the  bottom  of  the  bottles.  The  actual  injury  to  the 
infant  is  caused  by  the  bacteria  which  careless  handling  Was 
allowed  to  re'ach  the  milk  and  breed  countless  mjllions  of  their 
kind." 

Therefore,  the  consumer  should  be  nTuch  concerned  with 
the  efforts  of  all  officials  whose  duty  it  is  tO'  see  that  the 
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market  is  supplied  not  only  with  milk  that  conforms  to  the 
chemical  standard,  but  also  milk  that  is  free  from  dirt  and  satis- 
factory from  the  sanitary  aspect.  If  this  interest  is  of  a  prac- 
tical kind  the  consumer  could  follow  a  suggestion  published  in 
a  recent  number  of  the  Bulletin  of  the  Chicago  School  of  Sani- 
tary Instruction: 

"Housewives  who^.  note  a  dirt  sediment  in  the  milk  deliver- 
ed to  them  in  bottles  cap  apply  this  test  to  the  milk  and  pre- 
sent the  pledget  of  cotton  to  their  milkmian  as  proof  positive  of 
a  dirty,  unsafe  delivery.  A  simple  method  of  applying  this 
test  to  the  milk  is  to  use  a  perfectly  clean  funnel  inside  of 
which  a  small  piece  of  clean  wire  netting  has  been  fitted  at 
the  nek  opening,  placing  on  this  wire  screen  a  thin  layer  of 
clean  cotton.  Stand  the  funnel  in  a  large  Mason  jar  and  fil- 
ter the  milk  through  the  cotton.  Remlove  the  pledget  carefully 
and  place  on  a  clean  white  card  tO'  dry. 

If  there  is  evidence  of  dirt  on  the  cotton  call  the  attention 
of  the  milkman  to  it.  If  there  is  nO'  improvement  in  subse- 
quent deliveries,  notify  the  Hiealth  Dlepartment. 

"If  you  strike  a  thorn  or  rose, 

Keep  a-goin'! 
If  it  hails  or  if  it  snows.
